Because of the appalling loss of life through motor car accidents, Gov- 


ernments and municialities are enacting ever more stringent laws gov- 


erning the use of highways and the operation of automobiies. Laws re

But it will be a surprise to many to learn that accidents occurring in 


the homes of the United States took an even greater toll of life than did 
trattic accidents, or accidents in industry. Avoidable accidents resulting in 
death in United States homes in 1927, numbered 27,000, and, according to 


the report already referred to, ‘the bathtub and the stepladder were among 


the deadliest adjuncts of domestic life, and the two combined contributed a 
large proportion of these 27,000 home fatalities.”

mental authority Because they are susceptible of public regulation the 


problem they present, and which fills the newspapers toa should be 
casier than that of the household fatalities.

Yo Great Britain and

We reached Plymouth in the early 
morning, while it was yet dark, How 
strange to find our ship suddenly still 
after days and nights of throbbing 
movement, How eager we were to get 
ashore to feel our feet, at last on 
Mnglish soil. 

Our itinerary promised us great 
things, but who would have iniagined 
an official reception at the hour of 7 
am, We were searcely ashore when 
we found ourselves greeted by the 
Mayor of Plymouth (Councillor W. 
Il. J. Priest) who warmly bade us 
weleome to Plymouth and Pingland, 
awakening that sense of kinship 
which we were to feel more and more 
deeply every day of the tou: 


Here also we made the acquaint- 
ance of Mr, BE. A, Weir, organizer of 
the programme and itinerary, and 
Mr, Lb. M. Johnson, Kuropean Colon- 
ization Manager, of the Canadian 
National Railways, London. Our 
programme told us that we were to 
have landed at Liverpool, but cireum- 
stances had ordained that we should 
have the pleasure, not only of secing 
the historie town of Plymouth, but of 
travelling through some of the most 
heautiful countryside that the west of 
Ingland can boust. 

We were taken to Plymouth Hoe 
We were shown where Drake finished 
his game of bowls before poing to 
fight the Spanish Armada, We saw the 
spot where the Plymouth  Jather’s 
embarked; and the ladies of our purty 
were taken for a private motor tou 
over the moors of Devon, 

We could have had no better intro- 
duction to the beauties of the Old 
Country than our trip from Plymouth 
to Liverpool, for it took us through 
Devon, Somerset, Monmouth tby way 
of the Severn Tunnel), MUeretord, 
Shropshire and Cheshire, untolding 
before us a complete panorama ot 
Mnglish life. rich rolling iands, quiet 
towns and villages, bustling indus- 
trial cities; and it was fascinating to 
us as Canadian farmers to note the 
ditferent breeds of animals that were 
seen in the fields #5 we passed inte 
the counties famous for them; they 
also marked the boundaries! Although 
it was January, men in many parts 
were working in the flelds preparing 
the land for spring. 

Liverpool was reached in the eve- 
ning where we found our hotel one 
of the tinest in Hurope, with steam 
heat and running water in every bed- 
room, Here Mr. Weir explained the 
objects of our tour and presented 
each of us with a volume containing 
much information on markets and 
descriptions of most of the places we 
were to visit. The next morning, 
sharp at nine, in bright sunshine and 
a crisp air we were on our way to 
the extensive dock system of the Port 
of Liverpool, through which passes a 
third of the ocean-going traffic of the 
United Kingdom, The docks extend 
for 7 miles, and our visit was to the 
most recent addition, the Gladstone 
Docks, which were opened last year by 
His Majesty the King.
